The prior art fails to teach or obviously suggest a network tap that enables 
multiple, independent and parallel monitoring devices to analyze communication flows 
from just one tap because it does not show for each internal channel and 
communication flow forwarded within the tap, means for further duplicating and 
forwarding the communication flow to the outputs of the pair of monitoring ports.
